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Kansas City Slow 


Jobbers There Hand- 
ling Automobile Trade 
Through Tank Wagon 
and Garage Sales. 


This is the third article of the automobile 
filling station series, published in THE 
NEWS each month, giving a size-up of the 
gasoline marketing situation in the principal 
cities of this country, from personal observa- 
tions of the editor. Articles on Chicago and 
Eastern cities are to follow. 


BY WARREN C. PLATT. 


Kansas City has nine drive-in filling sta- 
tions, counting one now building, but the 
big oil marketers prefer to sell to the auto- 
mobile trade, either through the garages or 
direct from their tank wagons, or by putting 
in their own small filling outfits at garages. 
This preference seems to be due to the geog- 
raphy of Kansas City. 


The automobile owning population is 
fairly evenly sprinkled over the many hills 
forming the town. However, the opening 
up of the McGee Traffic Way, running from 
the city to the outskirts, a broad, fairly level 
highway of solid concrete, threatens to 
change the situation. It so happens that 
several downtown drive-in filling stations are 
on arteries feeding this big traffic-way, which 
was especially built for heavy cartage to 
the outlying districts. Two stations, that 
of the Cudahy Refining Company and that 
of Morris Black, are located directly on that 
traffic way, and Black is building a second 
one half way out. 


The Standard Oil Company and the Cud- 
ahy Refining Company are the only large 
marketers having drive-in filling stations. 
The others are owned outside the oil busi- 
ness. Some outside owners buy from tank 
wagons and some buy by tank cars. 


A. A. Smith, manager of the Gasoline Fill- 
ing Station at 1724 Grand avenue, which is 
down-town, said that when he talked about 
putting in the first drive-in station in Kansas 
City, he was laughed at, but his company not 
only put it in, but enlarged it, and built an- 
other one out at 46 and the Paseo, which is 
a boulevard of much note in Kansas City. 
When this first station was built several 
years ago the market was 15.5 cents a gal- 
lon; now it is 9.8 cents, which is also the 
tank wagon market. 


O. H. Williams, general manager of the 
Mutual Oil Company, says he would rather 
have half a dozen small filling station out- 
fits in garages than one drive-in station. He 
does not consider the drive-in station a suc- 
cessful proposition in Kansas City. The 
small filling outfits at garages are placed 
there on a one-cent margin to the garage 
owner. 


Prior to the installation of these outfits 
and the incoming of the drive-in stations, 
the garage men got two and three cents over 
the tank wagon price for their gasoline. But 
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One of the most complete stations at 
Kansas City is that of the White Star 
Gasoline & Oil Company, 1601 McGee 
avenue. An old brick building is used for 
office and accessory store, the cars driving 
around it to the service stands in the large 
yard. (No. 1) Service stands (No. 3) are 
mounted at convenient points in the yard.

Gulflight’s Owner Soft Pedals Indemnity Action 


Tells Government Officials Vessel Was Amply Insured 


To Reimburse His Company For Loss 


By Special Correspondent. 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—The torpedo- 
ing of the tanker Gulflight will not be the 
cause of war between the United States and 
Germany—unless Germany is spoiling for a 


fight, which is hardly conceivable. It is not 


likely even to be made the subject of a de- 
mand for money indemnity from the German 
empire, because the Gulf Refining Company, 
the owner of the ship, carried insurance on 
vessel and cargo and paid a premium large 
enough to protect it on carrying contraband 
of war. 

Germany had a right to sink the ship, pro- 
vided only the crew was given warning. There 
is a suspicion the Gulflight was undertaking 
to run from the submarine which attacked her 
A ship, neutral or otherwise, which fails to 
respond to a demand to stop, loses all the 
rights she ever had

marines approach and assume the risk such 
action brings on. Inasmuch as oil is contra- 
band and a belligerent, unable to take a con- 
traband ship and cargo to one of its own 
ports, has the right to sink ship and cargo, 
the policy of running entails no greater ma- 
terial risk than is incurred in heaving to on 
the submarine’s demand.

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Warring Nations Pay More Now for Oils Bought Here 


Petroleum Exports for First Quarter of 1915 Nearly 


Equal Last Year’s—Indications Point to Better Prices

During the first quarter of 1915 total exports 
of petroleum products from this country were 
only about 31,000,000 gallons less than in the 
same quarter a year ago, a decrease of less 
than 5 per cent, in spite of the unsettled condi- 
tions affecting foreign trade. 

The total value of such exports during the 
quarter just ended amounted to a little better 
than $3,500,000, a decrease of about 11 per 
cent, this decrease being due to both the 
diminished amount of exports and to the lower 
prices for practically all petroleum products 
now, as compared with a year ago. 

By far the largest share of this country’s 
petroleum exports at present are going to the 
While these na- 
greatly 


nations now engaged in war. 
tions, in most cases, are paying 
advanced prices for munitions of war, it is evi- 
dent they have managed to drive harder bar- 


gains in purchasing petroleum supplies, probably 
due to unsettled conditions of the petro 
leum market at the time the war broke out 
and for some months preceding. 

The report of the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce on March exports indi- 
cates, however, that dealers here are secur 
ing better prices now for gasoline and lubricat- 
ing oils, the two petroleum products most 
needed by the warring nations, than when war 
broke out. The demand from this quarter 
will most certainly grow during the next few 
months, when settled weather conaitions are 
making possible increased activities of the 


armies in field, with increased consumption of 


supplies. 


In the case of gasoline, exports during the 
first three months of 1915 amounted to nearly 
17,000,000 gallons, as against 28,000,000 gal- 
lons during the same months a year ago. While 
the average price per gallon for exports in all 
quantities for the quarter was 11.5 cents, and 
in the same quarter in 1914, 14.5 cents, the 
average price for gasoline exported in March 
was 11.7 cents a gallon, as compared with an 
average price of 10 cents when war broke out. 

In lubricating oils there has been an even 
ereater advance in price. While the amount 
exported during both quarters under consider- . 
ation amounted to 46,000,000 gallons in round 
figures, lubricating oils exported in September 
brought 12 cents a gallon, while in March they

Mr. Gay says he has no 
idea how that barrel could get so far away 
from home, but it only: serves, he says, to 
point out how grievous the evil is. 

“This is certainly one of the greatest 
abuses the oil companies have to contend 
with, in my opinion,” said Mr. Gay. “Rail- 
road employes certainly do not use ordinary 
Precautions to see that barrels are returned. 
Steps should be taken to cultivate a better 
understanding between the transportation 
companies and the oil companies. Also, if 
possible, the oil companies themselves 
should follow a strict rule, and see that it is 
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carried out to the letter by their various sta- 
tions, helping their competitors by giving 
them information as to barrels that come 
into their possession by mistake. 

“I feel that a great deal can be done 
through your paper on this subject, and 
doubtless you will take it up and get expres- 
sions from other companies where sugges- 
tions could be offered and methods adopted 
to facilitate the movement of these empty 
packages.”

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Question Efficiency of Oil Burning Farm Tractors 


Government Experts Claim Majority of Users are Disappointed— 
Makers Say Careless Operation is Cause of 


Oil burning farm tractors have not proved the 
success in operation in this country that has 
been generally believed, according to United 
States Department of Agriculture experts. 

This is at direct variance, however, with 
statements of tractor manufacturers, who claim 


oil burning tractors are a success, and that the 


number in use has doubled since 1910; one 
company asserting it has already placed 2,000 
new tractors on the market so far this season 
and expects to market 7,000 during the year. 


One reason for this apparent contradiction 
is the fact the government experts only went 
as far as up to the 1914 season in their report, 
not taking into consideration that year, when 
great development was made in the farm trac- 
tor field. Also, they limited their investiga- 


tion to tractors of 12 horsepower and over, 


while in the last few years numbers of oil 
burning tractors of small horsepower, de- 
signed to take the place of a gasoline engine 
on the farm, and numbers of tractors in which 
the tillage implement and the power plant are 
combined in one unit have been placed on 
farms. 
The government report, recently made pub- 
is based on tractors in use west of the 
Mississippi river, as their use in the east has 
been extremely limited because farms there 
are smaller. Only oil burning tractors were 
considered, the old-fashioned steam tractor 
being found to be a thing of the past. Accord-

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ing to the report, 13,327 tractors were in use, 
this estimate being secured from a canvass of 
bankers in the western farming section. Of 
these bankers interviewed, 842 believed the

the farmer, leaving 1,486 bankers who think 
the farmer, in the long run, will benefit by 
sticking to horses for farm work. In other 
words, about 87 per cent of the business men 
who have had a close opportunity to observe 
the effect of the tractor on the farming indus- 
try believe it has so far proved a liability 
rather than an asset 

The principal reason for the prejudice of the 
business interests against the tractor is the 
claim that a majority of the farmers who 
bought tractors failed to make them pay, a 
considerable percentage, who bought expensive 
outfits on credit, losing their entire property 
through foreclosure proceedings and judg- 
ments on notes. 

CLAIM TRACTORS DON’T PAY. 

Opinions of farmers who used tractors from 
various periods extending from one to four 
years bear out the bankers’ views, in part at 
least. Of a total of 1,767 who were using 
tractors at the time material for the report was 
gathered or had used them at some previous 
time, 891 considered the tractor a good in- 
vestment, while 876 believed it was not. Of the 
farmers who had used their tractors two sea- 
sons or more, 592 made negative and 427 
affirmative replies to this question. Of the 
men who used tractors for four years, 61.5 
per cent regarded them as poor investments 
from a business standpoint, and, if to this 
number is added those who used tractors a 
part of this four-year period but discontinued

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Oil Shipments Big Factor in Panama Canal Traffic 


More Than 100,000 Tons of Oil Products Passed Through Canal in 
First Six Months of its Operation—Ranked Fourth in that Period 


By Special Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—It is trite, 
foolish and futile to say the Panama Canal is 
going to become a great factor in the oil busi- 
ness, for it is already a tremendous factor. 
The question is how great a one it is going 
to be. Thus far practically all discussion has 
had to do with all traffic passing through the 
canal, without particularizing as to 
commodities. 


specific 


The western railroads, by means of applica- 
tions to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
have indicated, in a general way they believe 
the canal is going to affect rates from the 
middle west to the Pacific coast from 33 to 
40 per cent. They have received permission 
to cut their rate on cast iron pipe from the 
middle west as far east as Ohio from 76 to 
55 cents per 100 pounds, without at the same 
time reducing rates to intermediate points. 

This shows the weight attached to this new 
factor in the transportation field. Of course, 
that reduction was influenced to a certain ex- 
tent by the general depression in business. If 
business were being done in ordinary volume, 
the cut might not have been so deep. Cast 
iron pipe may be taken as an average com- 
modity that can be moved either all-rail or all- 


water, or rail-and-water. In a transportation 


sense it approximates petroleum and its prod- 
ucts, being rated fifth class. 

During the first six months of the canal 
operation 87,857 tons of petroleum products 
were sent through the canal from Atlantic 
ports to foreign countries, chiefly to China, 
Japan and Korea, according to canal records. 
During the same time 14,599 tons were shipped 
from Tarlara, Peru, to Great Britain. 

The figures compiled, however, did not show 
any Pacific-to-Atlantic, port-to-port, all-Ameri- 
can shipments of petroleum. Neither the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, nor the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Department of Commerce, 
had any statistics on such movements. 

The statistical service of the government is 
not yet organized to compile such figures, but 
from the reports of masters of vessels using 
the canal, an idea can be obtained as to the 


amount of oil transported through the canal 
in strictly American trade. 

From October 10, 1914, to April 11, 1915, 
the movement from Pacific to Atlantic ports 
was 28,635 tons, exclusive of what was brought 
from the Pacific coast to the Atlantic in the 
naval ship Jupiter, which carried the first oil 
cargo from the west to the east coast. That 
is more than double the tonnage from Atlantic 
to Pacific ports. According to the division 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, the At- 
lantic to the Pacific port-to-port business pass- 
ing through the canal amounted to only 
5,600,183 gallons or about 13,334 tons, count- 
ing 420 gallons to the ton. 

The strangest of all movements eastward 
from one United States port to another was 
that of the Union Oil Company’s shipment 
which passed through the canal February 21

Rally on Stock Exchange 
Spreads to Curb Market— 
Trading Brisk 
Bullish conditions existing on the New 
York stock market for the past few weeks 
extended to the oil shares during the latter 
part of April and early part of May, and ad- 
advances of as much as $50 a share, and bet- 
ter were made in one or two instances. In- 
creased activity in trading was noticeable, 
and in many cases distinct gains have been 
made over prices 

April. 

The torpedoing of the American tanker 
Gulflight and the sinking of the liner Lusi- 
tania, due to Germany’s attacks on shipping 
destined to ports of her enemies, brought a 
halt in the advancing movement, especially 
of those oil companies doing a heavy export 
business.

Losses in prices were not heavy, 
however. 

Prairie Oil & Gas went to 304 during 
April and up to as high as 318 in the early 
part of May, on reports of a decline in the 
Cushing field and rumors that premiums 
were being offered on the market price 
there. 

Standard Oil, of Indiana, advanced $35 a 
share on the statements of officers that 
prices for its products are now on rock bot- 
tom and better times are anticipated. Part 
of this April advance was lost in May. It 
is thought the payment of extra dividends 
will soon be resumed. 

Anglo-American was again the leader in 
trading among the Standard Oil shares, with 
narrow price movements, however. 

Pierce Oil and Pure Oil, a_ Pittsburgh 
stock, were also among the active shares, 
the former dropping with the news of the 
Lusitania’s sinking. Standard Oil, of New 
Jersey, sold up to 413, an advance of over 20 
points, on rumors-of a distribution of ad- 


ditional assets, but later dropped back to 
400. 

National Refining, listed on the Cleveland 
stock exchange, was quoted at 100 bid and 
108 offered for the common. No sales re- 
ported. Fifteen shares of the 
sold at 124%.

Mexican Petroleum Co., 
to Market in England 


The Mexican Petroleum Co., through its 
president, Edward L. .Doheny, recently an- 
nounced contracts have been concluded with 
British interests by which the company’s pro- 
duction of crude oil in Mexico is to be al- 
most entirely marketed in Great Britain. Brit- 
ish interests involved are said to embrace 
several large steamship properties, which are 
contemplating transforming their vessels to use 
oil entirely for fuel. While the sums named 
in the contracts have not been made public, 
it is believed they will aggregate around $60,- 
000,000. 

It is said the deal involves the formation of 
two English companies, in which the Mexican 
Petroleum Co. will hold large interests, one 
to handle the transportation and selling, and 
the other the distributing and refining of pe- 
troleum products. Future plans not yet worked 
out as to details are said to call for the build- 
ing of distributing stations and refineries in 
several foreign countries. 


Financial Notes 

Stockholders of the Texas Company recent- 
ly authorized an increase in capital stock from 
$30,000,000 to $37,000,000. About $4,000,000 
of this will be spent in enlarging the com- 
pany’s plant, pipe line, storage and transporta- 
tion facilities.

Charging Off Hits 
1914 Statements 


Oil Companies, Having Inflated 
Assets When Crude Went Up, 
Now ‘Take Drop Out of 


Last Year’s Earnings 


A close study of the balance sheets and in 
come statements of many oil companies 
1914, as compared with such statements for the 
year preceding, shows that a good share of 
the gloom which tinged the 1914 reports was 
due to the charging off of large sums to the 
decline in prices of crude oil in storage, rather 
than to poor business throughout the year 

The oil companies were nothing loath 
mark up their assets in 1913, when the mar 
ket price of oil was rising, some of them list- 
ing their stocks of crude in storage at the 
This ad- 


vance in price was, in almost all cases, figured

as increased earnings and shown as such in 
1913 reports. During 1914, when prices con 
sistently fell off, it was another story, how- 
ever, the inflation charged 
off and the result being decreased earnings for 


that year.

As the head of one oil company told his 
stockholders in submitting his 1914 earnings 
statement: “While there is apparently a great 
loss in earnings for the year, it must not be 
taken to indicate a falling off in sales of this 
company’s products. The loss is almost en- 
tirely due to the drop in prices of oil in 
storage. If our stocks remain about the same 
in amount, this loss will be entirely made up 
without any effort on this company’s part, 
when the price advances again, as it is bound 
to do sooner or later.” 

The Tidewater Oil Co., one of the late 
companies to make its 1914 earnings statement, 
shows a loss of $345,575 due to the drop in 
prices of both refined products and crude oli 
in stock. Net profits from operations, ex- 
clusive of dividends from subsidiary compa- 
nies, were $572,491 for the year, as compared 
with $984,195 in 1913, the loss of over $400, 
000 being easily accounted for by the marking 
up of stocks in 1913, bringing inflated earn- 
ings, and the consequent decline last year. 
Dividends of subsidiary companies in 1914 
amounted to $430,650 in 1914 and $1,542,412 in 
1913, the decline here being due to losses in 
inventory value of crude oils carried in stor- 
age, which loss, for one subsidiary concern 
alone, amounted to over $1,000,000. Combined 
profits for the Tidewater Co. in 1914 were 
about $1,000,000, as against over $2,500,000 in 
1913. 

Had the price of crude oil remained station- 
ary during the year, it is almost certain the 
company would have shown an increase 1 
profits last year over the year preceding. 

The Standard Oil Co., of New York, another 
late company to make its 1914 report, charged 
off over $2,400,000 to the decline in the price 
of stocks on hand, this item amounting to 
$46,901,566 in 1913 and $44,460,404 in 1914. 
Net earnings available for dividends were $7,- 
736,000, a decrease of nearly $8,500,000 from 
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the year previous. A good share of this is 
iid to be due, however, to this company’s ac- 
tivities in developing the oil fields in China 
nder its contract with the Chinese govern- 
ment, from which no returns have been re- 
Over $4,000,000 was expended 
luring the year for real estate, new plants, 
equipment, etc., an indication that business 
uuld not have been so very poor. 

\ccording to its balance sheet, the Prairie 
Oil & Gas Co. charged off $7,578,463 to the 
decline in crude prices last year, and then did 
not base its inventory taken at the end of the 
vear on the real market price for Oklahoma 
crude, but on a price about 20 cents a barrel 
lower. On December 31, 1913, this company 


ceived as yet. 


had over 42,800,000 barrels of oil in storage, 
inventoried at $42,429,000, Oklahoma oil then 
selling at $1 a barrel. On June 30, 1914, it in- 
ventoried 46,600,000 and better barrels at an 
average of 80 cents a barrel. On December 31, 
1914, it listed a little less than 43,500,000 bar- 
rels at $34,850,000, still an average price of 
80 cents a barrel, although at that time the 
market was around 55 cents. 

This company issues no income report, but, 
as an indication that its business was not so 
very poor for 1914, may be taken the fact 
it increased its plant investment by nearly $5,- 
900,000, its cash by over $2,400,000, and ac- 
counts receivable by over $7,300,000, a gross 
increase in assets of over $15,700,000 to offset 
a reduction in merchandise account of about 
$7,580,000. 

The Ohio Oil Co. was not affected by the 
drop in crude prices to so great an extent 
as Other oil companies, due to the fact that it 
sold its stocks extensively on a rising mar- 
ket and bought on a declining market, which 
partly accounts for its good 1914 earnings 
During the year it increased its 
profit and loss surplus by around $5,370,000 
and paid dividends amounting to $4,350,000 on 
$15,000,000 capital stock. Its stocks on hand, 
at the end of 1914, amounted in value to $18,- 
600,000 in round figures, as against $12,700,000 
at the end of 1913, due to buying on a low 
narket to such an extent the drop in prices 
was more than offset. At the end of 1912 
this company had on hand 11,135,000 barrels 
of oil, valued at $15,207,000, an average price 
of $1.35 a barrel. During 1913 this amount 
dropped to 5,600,000 barrels, valued roughly 
at $12,700,000, over $2 a barrel, the price being 
around $2.50. Last year heavy purchasing 
brought the Ohio Oil Company’s stocks up to 
around 12,000,000 barrels, an average rating 
of about $1.40 a barrel.

Fire in Magnolia Refining Plant 





The Corsicana, Texas, refinery of the Mag- 
nolia Refining Co., was badly damaged by 
fre on April 16. Eight tanks, containing 15,- 
000 barrels of gasoline, 1,000 barrels of burn- 
ing oil and 600 barrels of naphtha, and two 
pumping stations were destroyed and the boiler 
plant badly damaged. The loss will probably 
amount to between $75,000 and $100,000. Ac- 
cording to reports, the fire did not necessitate 
the closing down of the plant. 

The fire was started by an explosion in an 
agitator in which Oklahoma crude was being 
treated with distillate, and was soon followed 
by explosions in two more agitators. The 
spreading of the flames to the pumping station 
prevented the company from using its own 
team fire fighting system.

This suit should be of particular interest to the oil 
trade. Although it has been frequently urged, few re 
finers have made any great endeavor to prevent price 
cutting. There are a few cases reported where refiners 
have refused to sell to small price-cutters in a district

where they were selling a great deal of their goods to a 
large legitimate jobber. The St. Louis market was torn 


for years by one small price-cutter who operated a tank 
wagon or two. Many refiners refused to sell him. 
Nevertheless, that price-cutter kept himself supplied for 
something like three years, until he was finally bought 
out by one of the other companies. Discussion of prices 
and price maintenance has been particularly tabooed 

Independent oil circles, but it would seem as if a refiner 
has a moral and legal right to refuse to sell to a price- 
cutter who was injuring his business, for the activity of 
one small price-cutter would undoubtedly bring down the 


market so that that refiner, as well as others, would 
suffer through sales to other dealers in that town or 


district. There has been such a big scramble to maintain 
gallonage all down the line that just who bought the 
stuff, what they did with it and how they did it, has been 
somewhat slighted in the last half dozen years, but 
nevertheless it would seem that in justice to jobbers and 
refiners both, the refiner should exercise judgment and 
discretion as to whom he sells, just as the jobber should 
as to whom he in turn sells 


\. G. Maguire, Milwaukee, Wis., elsewhere in this 
issue points out very clearly that under the federal anti- 
discrimination act, as it is interpreted by the Standard 
Oil Company, all marketers in a dozen states would 
suffer by the price-cutting of one small jobber in one 
little locality within those states, because the Standard 
believes its prices must be on a level, and where it re- 
duces at one place it reduces at all, according to Mr. 
Maguire. 

It is to be hoped that this chewing gum suit will 


point some way out of present difficulties to the oil trade.

OIL WELL SUPPLY CO.—Pittsburgh 
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Cleveland Has New Oiler and Two Good Gassers 


Although Completions Show Fairly Good Production, Old Wells Continue 


to Fall off; East Ohio Gas Co., Reports 75 Failures Since March 31st

As usual. the month saw one fairly good 
oil well come in near Cleveland. This was 
a test in new territory, located in Linndale, 
on the south side of Linndale road just west 
of Ridge road, and about a mile and a half 
southeast of developed territory in the 
neighborhood of W. 117th street and Lorain 
This well was drilled in April 22 


It was originally a test for gas, but, when the 


avenue 


drill reached about 2,750 feet, well into the 
Clinton sand, the hole began to fill up rap 
idly with oil, and, in a short time, filled up 
2.300 feet. according to the contractor's es 
timate, and soon began to flow irregularly 

The general belief now is that this well, 
when it is shot and placed on the pump, will 
be a good producer, but this is hardly more 
than a deduction, for practically nothing has 
been done with the well yet. The driller 
has moved his tools away, and the owners 
of the well are waiting for another engine 
and boiler to be installed, to enable them to 
put it to pumping 

Owners of the well are L. G. Neeley and 
M. K. Clover, both of St. Marys, Ohio. They 
are said to own considerable acreage in this 
Linndale territory, and, when they started 
drilling their well, theirs was the only test 
in this neighborhood. The successful drill- 
ing in of their well, however, created some- 
thing of a rush for acreage here, and now 
three other tests are under way in this same 
district, one being made by the Rocky River 
Developing Co. and one by the Rushville 
Drilling Co., both owners of good acreage 
here. The East Ohio Gas Co. is also said to 
have some land 

OIL WELLS DRYING UP. 

While the bringing in of the Neeley-Clo- 
ver well served to stir up hopes in the drill- 
ing fraternity that the Cleveland field, or at 
least a portion of it, might develop into an 
oil field of respectable proportion, the gen- 
eral decreasing of production in the few oil 
wells already drilled in hardly seems to 
make such hopes justifiable. Several of the 
wells have stopped flowing altogether, and, 
in all but one case, prodution has declined 
materially. 

The one old well which seems to be the 
exception to the rule is the Milton Fresh- 
water well, located on the Norton farm, 
near Kamms corners. This well came in as 
a rather poor oil well last winter, was shot 
about six weeks ago, and has since been 
producing about 35 barrels of oil a day, ac- 
cording to Mr. Freshwater. 

The Acre Land Co. oil well, on South 
street, in West Park, which came in about 
two months ago, ceased flowing altogether 
two weeks ago and the tubing was pulled 


and drilling resumed. The oil was found in 
the Newburg sand at about 1,700 feet, and 
at 2,800 feet, in the Clinton, the owners 
struck gas, and this well is now a fair 
gasser. 

The Sylvan Grove Oil & Gas Co., who, 
for a time, had a freak oil well at the depth 
of 1,355 feet, also found gas after drilling 
further. Their well is located in Lakewood, 
at Orchard Grove and Madison avenues 
They are getting about 2,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas a day. 

The Twin Oil & Gas Co. oiler, on W 
100th street, near Bertha avenue, which 
came in in March at about 30 barrels a day, 
is now doing about eight or ten barrels, ac 
cording to G. H. Sencabaugh, 1417 Cohas 
set avenue, Lakewood, one of the owners 
This well has never been placed on _ the 
pump, but is flowing into storage. Mr 
Sencabaugh says his company is now get 
ting 84 cents a barrel from the Standard Oil 
Co. for their oil, which is of about 45 grav 
ity. He believes the well would do much 
better 1f it was placed on the pump 

TORRANCE WELL A FAILURE. 

The Lorain Gas Association oil well, on 
the property of Dr. W. J. Torrance, on Lo- 
rain avenue, near W. 30th street, one of the 
first oil wells to come in in the Cleveland 
field, is also a failure, according to Dr. Tor- 
rance, one of the owners. He stated very 
little oil had ever been taken from the well, 
and that his company had decided to aban- 
don it. The Simon Tache well, at Bridge 
avenue and W. 44th street. is also said to be 
doing very little at present. 

While the outlook, as regards oil pro- 
duction in the Cleveland field, is not very 
promising, the situation in regard to gas 
wells is much better. A comparatively 
small territory at the junction of Puritas 
Springs road and Harrington road showed 
up two record gas wells only a few days 
apart late in April. This is the same ter- 
ritory where the Cline and Bramley well 
came in with an initial production of around 
12,000,000 cubic feet of gas a day on the

Springs Park, will probably be ready for op 

eration by July 1 

According to East Ohio officials, the 
pumping station is to be operated to keep 
pressure in their lines down, and to enable 
the company to use greater quantities of 
gas from the local field for consumption in 
Cleveland and possibly some of the small 
towns nearby which they supply.

The 
Pennsylvania Oil & Mining Co. interested 
Amos Steelsmith in the scheme, and a well 
was started on 200,000 acres on the north 
end of the lease. Steelsmith was to have a 
quarter interest in the well and leases, and the 
expense of drilling was to be borne by the 
Pennsylvania Oil & Mining Co. and Amos 
Steelsmith, according to the interests indicated 





by the contract. The well was drilled near 
Red Fork to a total depth of 1,500 feet, a 
good showing of oil was found. Before th 
company had finished in its efforts to get it 
lease ratified by the department, another yea 
had rolled around, and a second well, according 
to contract, had to be drilled.

HOUSTON, TEXAS, May 10.—The 
laylor-Thrall field now has fourteen good 
producing wells and holds the center of at- 
traction among the gulf coast fields. An oil 
exchange has been organized at Taylor. 

The interest of the oil fraternity centers 
around this new field, the deep sand exten- 
sion at Humble and the wells now 
drilled at Corpus Christi.

The twin wells 
finished in the deep sand, at Humble, in 
January, are each still making about 7,000 
barrels a day. 

Edgerly furnished a surprise with a 4,000

The latest report from the Thrall Oil 
News, recently started, states that 11 of the 
14 wells are still flowing, and that the dis- 
covery well, which was deepened, is still 
making an average of 100 barrels per day 
One of the peculiar features of this new 
field is that the wells, while they come in 
with a rush, do not hold up long, and yet 
that was to be expected from a formation so 
shallow with only a shale covering. The 
short life of the wells offers the suggestion 
that this particular pool is likely to be small 
and does not cover any great area. 

There may be other pools along the line 
of uplift. However, at this time, with wells 
going down in all directions from the dis- 
covery well, nothing of value has been found 
beyond three-fourths of a mile from the dis- 
covery well. 

Nevertheless, old operators know a dry

failures will, no doubt, be reported for every 
new pool that may be discovered. 

In spite of this note of caution, very little 
attention is being paid to scientific deduc- 
tion, even by the big companies themselves, 
and every vailable piece of land for some 
distance from this pool is likely to be tested 
out in the very near future. It has been es- 
timated that $1,000,000 has been paid for 
land and leases in this county. From the 
various drillers reports, it is difficult to de- 
termine, whether the igneous rock is entirely 
saturated with the oil or whether the oil is 
in layers and lenses in different portions of 
this rock. 


HUMBLE AND SOUR LAKE. 


The twin wells in the deep sand at Hum- 
‘le are still producing 7,000 barrels per day 
each. These are two of the most remark- 
able wells ever drilled in the coast country, 
and are taxing the capacity of the Texas 
Company to take care of the oil. The com- 
pany is cleaning out and repairing several 
earthen tanks and filling them with oil. 


The keenest of interest has been mani- 
fested in the Guffey well on the Bender, No.
